Take out of the
Constitution $he words “Indiaus not taxed,”
for this 18 in counection with slavery. We
should retaln no invidious distinotions, and if
the tax I8 the requisite of the vote, and couse-

uently of represeutatien and equality, take off
the stigma, The cause of equal rights and
absolute justice must comprehend this duty, for
without it our republican idea is compromised,

I am further convinced that, a: Pennsylva-
nians, enjoying the security and repose of a
howe wvouchsafed by the friendly trosties of
Willinm Penn, we should declare that the chil-
dren ol an All-wise Creator should be recognized
pud trested as members of the human tamily,
and that the Indisn, being created for some wise
and beneficent purpose, 18 4 proper object for
our care, protection, and regard, and that while
some may cry exterminate, we reply perpeluate
and civilize; while some say die, we say live;

But all this proves the necesity of our noting,
It is cotimated that one milllon of dollars a
weck are required to oarry on the present cam-
paign, and it the comtemplated mdditions are
made it will cost that much per day.

May we not nsk ail Friends, either men or
women, who feel a symputhy 1n this movement,
to send their pames to the office of this paper?
Thus we may tind enough who will ald in form-
ing the proposed delegation; and if it seam bet
ter to nwait the action of the present Commis-
sion=—though if it go not ip the spirit of love,
justice, und peunce, 1t will surely fall—we will do
#0, and perhaps merely visit Washington, or cor-
respond with the proper persons prior to the
wiarting of the Commission, for there s g8 mush,
il not more, to correct st home, as there ls
abroad, apd our time for action will come,
